And  it 
does  not  jjielude  the  loss  of  scenic  or  wat6r->shed  valr.es.  or  the  loss 
of  basin  ess  to  'io?/ns  and.  communities  which  depend  uporx  t.he  forests  for 
their  daily  brcado  The  Forest  Service  gives  us  the  appalling  fact 
ttiat  Binaty  percent  of  all  forest  fires  are  man'-caused.  tills  is  true/ 
then  such  widespread  destruction  can  certainly  be  reduced..  It  can  be 
reduced  provided  you  and  I and  every  person  who  ever  goes  into  the  v/oods 
will  b©  personally  responsible  for  care  with  fire  in  the  woods*
